DELIVERY OF SLIDES, ENTRY BLANKS, & OBJECTS 


Slides and the completed Entry Blank must be mailed by 
March 7 or delivered to the Museum Service Entrance (west 
side of Museum) during March 2 through 7 from 9:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. 

No entry fee will be charged. 

Two-dimensional works should be represented by two 35 mm. 
slides (2" x 2"— not mounted between glass). One should be an 
overall view and the other a detail. Those who believe that the 
detail will not aid the jury in understanding their work need 
not submit the second slide. 

Three-dimensional works should be represented by three 
35 mm. slides (2" x 2 "— not mounted between glass). One of 
the views should show an indication of scale. 

The artist's name , title , media , and dimensions must be marked 
on each slide. On the front of each slide, the top of the wor k 
should be indicate d and the entry number (1 or 2) should be 
marked in the upper right-hand corner. 

If you wish to have your slides returned, please include a self- 
addressed stamped envelope, and they will be returned around 
March 27. If you need information about having your works 
photographed, contact the New Organization for the Visual 
Arts at 621-1844. 

Works accepted for the final jurying should be delivered to the 
Museum Service Entrance during April 7 through 11 from 
9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. All objects shipped to the Museum 
should be sent PREPAI D and must arrive by April 1 1 . 


RETURN OF OBJECTS 


Objects cannot be removed from the Museum prior to these 
return dates. 

Installation of the May Show will be considered final at the 
time of the preview. In fairness to all accepted artists, requests 
for changes in the installation will not be honored. 

Rejected Entries 

Unless C.O.D. return shipment is requested, rejected objects 
must be picked up Tuesday -Saturday, April 28-May 2, 1981, 
at the Museum Service Entrance, 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

Accepted Entries 

Unless sold or C.O.D. return shipment is requested, accepted 
objects must be picked up June 1 5-20, 1 981 , at the Museum 
Service Entrance, 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

Shipments to the Artist 

The shipping of art objects is expensive. All objects requested 
to be returned by the Museum will be shipped C.O.D. Due to 
problems such as reliability and insurance limitations, selec- 
tions of the freight company will be left to the Museum's 
discretion. Artists will be billed for repacking for return ship- 
ment by the Museum. Please state shipping address on the 
entry blank.
